DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4-7, 11-15, and 18-21 (renumbered 1-15) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the general 
inclusion of a noise reducing device having surface irregularities to a wheel rim in a 
cavity portion of a pneumatic tire is known, as shown for example by Zinnen (US 
4,676,288). In this instance, however, said surface irregularities are not defined by a 
plurality of particles that are fixed to the outer surface of said device and one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention would not have found it obvious to modify the 
surface irregularities of Zinnen in accordance to the claimed invention. Lastly, it is 
noted that Hsu (US 6,343,635) describes an assembly in which particles or pegs are 
attached to a shell structure in a tire cavity; however, the shell structure of Hsu (a) is not 
supported on a rim through a pair of elastic rings and (b) does not have the claimed 
geometric orientation.
